Sir—I bave the honour to prosant the follow. 
ing report of the Fire- Brigade Dopartment for 
thu-yaur 1892, a HH 
. ‘The Brigade was called out for tho notion 
of. tires ‘on sixteci cconaions, ‘This number 
though not excessive was double that of the year, 
bufore. None of the firas attained vory. serious 
preportions, though in ono instanos property to 
tho extent o£ about forty thousand dollara wus 
destroyed, :
